Dr. Grant Defends Himself. 


The accused m inister made a long 
statem ent denying th at he was unor­ 
thodox in bis views, and sought to 
justify ids conception of God, Christ 
and the intra*-lea by quoting from ser­ 
mons preached by Rev. d ia rie s Lit­ 
tle, of W abash, Iud., m oderator of last 
year s 
assembly,, and 
by Rev. Dr. 
Jew ett, the m inister who was brought 
from England to fill the pulpit of th * 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian church, In 
New York city, at a salary to be $15,- 
000. 
According to Dr. Grant, both these 
em inent clergymen, in sermons deliv­ 
ered during this session of the a s ­ 
sembly, referred to the “broader coo 
c epiton” of theology that was preva­ 
lent nowadays, which was giving the 
people a better and truer understand 
Ing of the deity. 
Dr. Grant (raid in part: 
The ale 
pcllee would state without any rese r­ 
vation that his purpose and method 
has ever Iravn, as it Is now, to coAftrtii 
men In the truth as it is in Jesus and 
as presented in th e doctrinal stand- 
aids of the Presbyterian church 
All 
bis life he has been a Presbyterian and 
his ancestors for generations back in 
Bent land have also held to this faith. 
“ it would he a great grief therefore 
to him, if through any miscarriage of 
justice, he should be debarred from 
continuing in a m inistry that has l>e« u 
the greatest joy to him and to which 
more than anything else he owes his 
mental and spiritual developments. 
“Bo far as he Is aware, the appcdlee 
has never knowingly violated his or 
dinatlon vows or departed from Holy 
Scripture as the infallible rule for faith 
and Ute If the appellee knows or lf 
he can judge of his own ministry, the 
appcdlee 
believes th a t his ministry 
has been constructive rather than de 
structive. This would certainly appear 
to you to be true if the appellee could 
present before you the fruits of his 
preaching 
of 
the 
last 
twenty-flve 
years." 
Then followed a sweeping apology 
for any alleged "heretical utterance.” 
“No one,” said 
Dr. Grant, “could 
feel more deeply regretful than the 
appellee lf anything he bas said or 
written should give offense either to 
his fellow m inisters of the church or 
to m em bers of his congregation. The 
church is certainly broad enough to 
permit diversity of opinion on m atters 
not essential to salvation. Rev. Dr. Lit­ 
tle himself said as much as this.” 
The conception of God in the earlier 
part cif the Did Testam ent, he added, 
was of an entirely different being thun 
the conception in the latter part and 
in the New Testam ent. In proof of this 
he adduced the incident of the slaugh 
ter of the Bhulamltes by the children 
of Israel, and said that he did not be 
lieve God deliberately handed over 
10,000 people to death. 
“Nor," said he. "do I think any man 
In this room believes such a thing nor 
Fiat our dead Lend and Haviour Je su s 
Christ believed it." 
This created quite a sensation. 
In 
referring to those who have brought 
this prosec ution Dr. G rant c alled them 
"men bol on the hunt d or heresy.” 
W ith a hint of tears in his voice, 
Dr G rant said that he did not wish 
to pose as a Presbyterian, if he was 
not one, but that he believes himself 
to be one.

H arrisburg, Pa., May 24.—The sn 
prem e court of Pennsylvania handed 
down an opinion in the case of Jo­ 
seph M. Huston, th© capitol architect, 
affirming Hie action ot the Dauphin 
county court in refusing him a new 
trial. 
According to his own counsel, the 
decision of the sk ates highest tri­ 
bunal m eans that the architect will 
have to serve his sent enc© to prison 
unless some new and now unknown 
m eans of obtaining another stay of 
execution is obtained. The convicted 
man has ten days before the decree 
of tile court takes effect. 
The sentence imposed in the Dau­ 
phin county court by Judge Kunkel, 
and upheld last Marc h by the su(*erior 
court and now by the supreme court, 
was that Huston should serve from 
six months to two years in tile east­ 
ern penitentiary and pay a fine of $500 
a fd Die costs of th e prosecution. 
The opinion In full was read 
by 
Chief Justice Fell as follows: 
“T he order allowing this appeal lim­ 
ited the argum ent to the assignm ents 
of error whic h relate to the actions of 
the court ol quarter sessions on send­ 
ing the jury hac k for further deliber­ 
ation* atter a verdict of guilty of d**- 
frauding the com monwealth had been 
presented to the court and the fore 
man of the lory had attem pted un ex­ 
planation of the verdict in a colloquy 
between himself and the trial judge. 
‘ Atter a consideration of the whole 
colloquy a* it appears in the report­ 
e r’* notes of the c ase a majority of 
the court are of the opinion that the 
Judgment appealed from should be af­ 
firmed on ttie opinion of ti. ■ superior 
court. Judgm ent affirmed,” 
Huston was not in court. The ap­ 
peal on which the decision was based 
was taken on March 25 last in Phi la 
dolphin arid argum ent began there on 
April 24.
